The 8rd September 1880.—Doubts having arisen as to the precise position of the boun- 
dary line, described in the Schedule of Act IV (B Og of 1863, between the Tracts to 
the provisions of Act XXII of 1860 are applicable (known as the Hill Tracts District of 
Chittagong) and the Regulation District of Chittagong, the officer in charge of Land Settle. 
ment Operations in Chittagong was, by Government orders No. 3198T., of the 8th October 
1875, empowered to lay down and demarcate the said boundary upon the ground so as to 
be easily identifiable. The Settlement Officer having, in accordance with those orders, 
completed the demarcation of the said boundary, has submitted a detailed description 
thereof, which the Lieutenant-Governor has been pleased to approve and confirm, and 
directs be notified as follows for general information :~ 


Detailed description of the boundary line Letween the districts of Chittagong and the Chittagong 
Hill Tracts, + 

From the starting point on the south bank of the Fenny river, marked by a masonry 
pillar, forming the north-eastern limit of the village of Ramgbur, up the Shonai nulla toa 
point marked by a masonry pillar, Thence southward by a line eut through yungle and marsh 
(1 mile 8 furlongs aud 185 yerds) to a second masonry pillar on the bank of the Lalmoi 
stream.

‘The 3rd September 1880.—Doubts having arisen as to the precise position of ‘the boun- 
ary line, described in the Schedule of Act ee: of 1863, between the Tracts to whigh 
the prov of Act XXIT'of 1860 are applicable (known as the Hill Tracts District of 
Chittagong) and the Regulation District of Chittagong, the officer in charge of Land Settle- 
ment Operations in Chittagong was, by Government orders No, 3198T., of the 8th October 
1875, empowered to lay down and demarcate the said boundary upon the ground so as to 
be easily identifiable. The Settlement Officer having, in accordance with those orders, 
completed the demarcation of the said boundary, has submitted a detailed description 
thereof, which the Lieutenant-Governor has been pleased to approve and confirm, and 
directs be notified as follows for general information :— . 


Detailed description of the boundary line between the districts of Chittagong and the Chittagong 
Tilt Tracts. °
